Germany used in the Polish in- 
vasion has not been announced 
officially, but there was said to 
have been about 100 divisions, 
roughly 1,000,000 men. 
| Germany has not reported on 
its casualties in Poland. 


ROME, Sept. 23 (AP).—Premier 
Mussolini declared today that Italy, 
desiring to localize the European 
war, was maintaining its policy of 
non-belligerency. 

In a speech to Fascist leaders of 
Bologna at the Palazzo Venezia, 
he broke the silence he personally 
has maintained since last spring to 
give a partial answer to much 
speculation on Italy’s position. 

Pointing out that “Europe is not 
really at war,” with Poland “liqui- 
dated,” he added that “one can 
avoid that shock (of war) by real- 
izing that to wish to maintain or, 
worse yet, to wish to restore, posi- 
tions that history and the natural 
dynamism of peoples condemn, is 
a vain illusion.” He added that 
the Italian people would support 
“every possible peace effort.”

Heat Wave Along Coast Continues 

With More Than 90 Dead; 

Respite Expected Today. 

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 23 (AP).— 
Crowds from coastal California 
cities swarmed to mountain and 
beach resorts for the week-end to- 
day, seeking relief from the State’s 
longest, most-oppressive heat wave. 

Mountain temperatures, 100 miles 
inland, remained normal—from 50 
degrees into the 70’s—and ocean 
breezes somewhat cooled the im- 
mediate shoreline. 

In Los Angeles and other cities, 
however, temperatures remained 
near or above 100 as the State’s 
death toll rose to more than 90. 

The Weather Bureau said “some- 
what cooler” temperatures were in 
prospect late today.

BUCHAREST, Sept. 23 (AP).— 
Rumania’s virtual military dicta- 
torship worked to check any possi- 
ble disorders in the country as 
plans for the funeral of the assas- 
sinated Premier, Armand Calinescu, 
were completed today.

Wagner, told the Referee that Cir- 
cuit Court records showed that 
Wachter did not make application 
for authority to buy the equipment 
until last Sept. 13, four days after 
the actual purchase. When Judge 
Joynt removed Wachter as trus- 
tee the case was transferred to 
Circuit Judge Eugene J. Sartorius, 
who overruled the application last 
Nov. 3.

Monday, has been placed at about 
$25,000, it was said today by Fer- 
dinand J. Reiss, president of the 
bank, 

Reiss told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter indications were that the 
amount would not exceed $25,000 
and might be smaller. The exact 
figure will not be available until 
bank examiners, who took charge 
after Gordon shot himself, have 
completed their audits and report- 
ed to Chief State Bank Examiner 
Frank Adams at Springfield. 

The note in Gordon’s pocket stat- 
ed that “there is a big difference 
in saving accounts, as for a long 
time I have taken out sheets to 
take care of notes, bonds, coupons 
and I have not used one cent for 
myself.” Gordon had been in vir- 
tually complete charge of the bank, 
which was founded 20 years ago 
with a capitalization of $300,000. 
The bank has beer. in process of 
voluntary liquidation for two 
months. 

Gordon, who also was City Treas- 
urer, was under $10,000 bond as 
cashier and $25,000 bond as treas- 
urer. O’Fallon officials said yes- 
terday the three signers of his $25,- 
000 bond owned property in excess 
of the amount of city funds on de- 
posit in the bank.

Some 
opponents of repeal have said they 
would vote to place a bill before 
the Senate, but wiih reservations 
to oppose it on the floor. 

Pittman said he thought Presi-

Pittman declared his revised 
measure, about which he talked 
with the President and eight or 
10 Democrats on his committee 
yesterday, as more of a “come and 
get it and take it away in your 
own ships” proposal than a “cash 
and carry” bill. 

This, he said, was because the 
bill made no mention of “cash” but 
provided foreign purchasers of 
arms and other goods must show 
title transferred to them before de- 
parture.

Lambert Mader Says Most of 
$3550 He Had Was Won 
on Horse Races. 


Lambert Mader, a former brother 
in the Society of Mary here, who 
was arrested in New York last 
Thursday and charged in a war- 
rant issued by the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office yesterday with grand 
larceny in the theft of $3862 from 
a safe in the South Side Catholic 
High School, was ready today to 
return here and repeat his denial 
of the charge. Detective-Captain 
Francis X. McCormack departed 
for New York last night. 

Mader told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter in New York that he was 
astounded to learn of the charge 
and asserted that he had won al- 
most all of the $3550 which New 
York police said was in his posses- 
sion in betting on horse races. He 
added he would return here volun- 
tarily and expressed confidence he 
could prove he had no connection 
with disappearance of funds from 
the Catholic order’s treasury. 

Didn’t Conceal Identity. 

“I am at a loss to understand 
why it is thought that I took 
money from the society,” he said. 
J was a teacher at the school for 
six years until I resigned of my 
own accord last June. I had noth- 
ing to do with funds and would 
have had no opportunity to take 
money if I wanted to. 

“If I were running away from 
anything I certainly would have 
made some effort to conceal my 
identity. I even game the name 
of Brother Francis, principal of 
South Side High School, as a ref- 
erence when I registered at New 
York University. There has been 
a mistake and I am eager to. get 
back to St. Louis and rectify it.” 

Mader left St. Louis soon after 
he retired from the society, he re- 
lated, and “hitch-hiked around the 
country,” doing most of his race- 
horse gambling in Illinois. He 
went to New York. and registered 
at the university for the opening 
e last week. He is 24 years 
old. 

Loss Discovered Sept. 9. 

The warrant was issued on com- 
plaint of Brother Francis Wohlle- 
ben, principal of the school, and 
Brother John Hettich, treasurer of 
the order. Punishment for grand 
larceny is two to five years in 
prison. 

Brother Hettich said he discov- 
ered the loss from the safe when 
he returned to his room Sept. 9 
after attending mass.

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RADIOS WITHOUT ‘STATIC? 

In its current issue, Fortune magazine levels a 
blunt “I accuse” at the nation’s major broadcasters 
and the Federal Communications Commission. The 
charge. is that staticless transmission and high- 
fidelity reception is now within easy reach of the 
radio industry but that it is withheld from the 
public because of the unfriendliness of the big 
chains and the FCC to technological improvements. 

The improved service is made possible, says For- 
tune, by the system of “wide-band frequency modu- 
lation“ developed by Maj. Edwin H. Armstrong, 
inventor of the super-heterodyne circuit and other 
radio improvements. The radio industry is cool 
toward the new invention, Fortune continues, because 
its introduction would immediately render obsolete 
$75,000,000 worth of transmission equipment afd 
outmode some 40,000,000 radio sets. The attitude 
of the Federal Communications Commission is ex- 
plained as due to its failure to appreciate the tech- 
nological importance of the new development. 
But there are other possible explanations of the 
failure of the big chains and the FCC'to receive 
the new system with open arms. Only a limited 
number of stations are possible in the space avail- 
able in the long-wave band of present radio oper- 
ation. But the new system would permit the num- 
ber of stations to be multiplied perhaps 10 times 
without overlapping. As far as existing radio sta- 
tions are concerned, the question of protecting vested 
interests must enter into the picture. 

As for the FCC, it may feel that it has enough 
to do to keep watch over the existing stations, with- 
out having its task increased 10-fold. 

As for the radio fan, the prospect of staticless 
reception is attractive enough, but the number of 
stations to which he can listen is already so large 


as to be bewildering.

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HEDGING AGAINST HITLER. 

While Hitler makes speeches declaring that the 
word “capitulation” is not in the Nazi vocabulary, 
his highest lieutenants appear somewhat less sure 
of the future. Just to be ready in case of emergency, 
seven of them, according to a London dispatch, have 
placed to their credit in foreign countries cash and 
securities totaling $16,670,000 and have obtained in 
addition insurance in excess of $18,000,000. 

The authority for this remarkable information is 
not quoted, but it is identified as having been col- 
lected by “an organization of world wide reputa- 
tion, whose sources are [iterally legion in number.” 
The story is not entirely new, as Heinz Liepmann, 
the refugee German novelist, wrote in the magazine 
Ken a year and a half ago the same story, in some- 
what abbreviated form. He identified his informant 
as “someone in close touch with Dr. Schacht.” 

The new story lists Goering, Goebbels, Von Rib- 
bentrop, Hess, Ley, Himmler and Streicher as hav- 
ing set up accounts abroad: In the Ken story, Von 
Papen also was included.

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AN OLD TRADITION IS BROKEN.

We 
‘have frequently paid tribute to the Justice’s high 
qualities of mind and character; we now regret that 
be has permitted himself to speak out on a subject 
which may well be left to others. The late Jus- 
tice Holmes, among many members of the Supreme 
bench, had the liveliest interest in public questions; 
yet he preserved a personal discipline that can be 
commended to Justice Frankfurter.

Why should anybody hire the unemployed 


| DO not believe that America has an “ar- 


man? Only because somebody else wants 
to buy—and can buy—the product of his 
labor. It is not employers who create em- 
| ployment. It is consumers, 
The basic question then is: How can we 
give consumers more power to buy? 

| here is one broad, straight, time-tried 
way. It is te sell them things cheaper, so 
that after they have bought what they are 
buying now, they will have money left over. 
Then they can and will spend it for more 
commodities, more services; and more men 
will be employed. 

For decades we have been tending the 
other way. By all sorts of artificial meth- 
ods, private and governmental, under the 
Old Deal and under the New Deal, we have 
tried to build barricades around business 
profits and labor wages and farm prices, 
often wholly irrespective of the amount of 
work done. . 

Increasing our productivity per man, thus 
lowering prices, means the increasing of 
our purchasing power, which means the 
increasing of our employing power. It 
means lifting up our whole population, layer 
after layer, into being better consumers of 
better goods. 

* * * 

Part of our business world is headed con- 
sciously and progressively toward lower 
prices and enlarged employment, but the 
other part is fortifying itself into high 
prices, restricted economic stagnation. I 
quote Dr. Harold G. Moulton of Brookings 
Institution: 

“Price stabilization policies have in many 
lines come to stand in the way of dissemina- 
tion of the benefits of technical progress. 
Over an ever-widening segment of the eco- 
nomic system the process of persistently éx- 
panding purchasing power by means of price 
reductions has been checked.” 

You can here see the broad economic ori- 
gin of the spending policy of the New Deal. 
Business had not been expanding the peo- 
ple’s purchasing power through reduced 
prices. Thereupon the New Deal stepped 
in to expand that purchasing power through 
the horrible method of governmental gratui- 
ties. But who was originally responsible? 
The New Deal? Or business? 

The biggest battle is not between the New 
Deal and business; it is between two phi- 
losophies of business. One group takes the 
existing American market and tries to wring 
the most out of it in profits and in wages; 
the other makes its prices a bid for an ever- 
growing American market. 

Let us take a look at its possible growth. 

Just about half, of all families not on 
relief have incomes of less than $1250 a year 
and half of these get less than $780 a year. 
Here is our new economic horizon.

ing families now under $1250 a year could 
get $2 more a day per family—based on ex- 
haustive studies of wage-earners’ budgets, 
and what happens when the worker does 
get a raise. 

They would spend, each year: $213,000,000 
more on fuel and light and refrigerators, 
$224,000,000 more on household furniture, 
$385,000,000 more on motor cars and other 
transportation, $208,000,000 more on medical 
and dental services, $234,000,000 more on re- 
creation, $73,000,000 more on “personal care” 
(cosmetics, toilet preparations and the like), 
$416,000,000 more on clothes, $613,000,000 
more on housing. 

And $800,000,000 more on food. That is 
almost exactly what the Federal Treasury 
is now paying out to farmers in. subsidies. 


If everybody ate as much—and as many dif- | 


ferent sorts of things—as the eaters in our 
surtax income brackets, there would be no 
farm acreage surplus. The Department of 
Agriculture and the National Resources 
Committee have proved that. 
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And what would be the total of new sales, 
according to Dr. Lubin’s figures, for all in- 
dustries? More than three billion dollars for 
those 5,000,000 families alone. 

But his assumption is that we do it by 
raising the wages of those 5,000,000 families. 
Suppose, however, that we do it by reduc- 
ing prices to all families. Then we give 
the benefits not merely to a fraction of the 
population but to all. There are 30,000,000 
families in the United States. If we could 
increase the purchasing power of each by 
$2 a day, we should be enabling them to 
buy all that they are buying now and have 
$20,000,000,000 a year left for buying addi- 
tional things and for putting men to work 
to produce those things. 

Business people, though, might think Dr. 
Lubin a New Dealer. So I turn to Bruce 
Barton, advertising magnate and Republic- 
an Congressman. He says: 

“Nothing is finished in America. We do 
a lot of advertising of toothpaste, but only 
25 per cent of the people brush their teeth. 
One home in four has no bathtub. The con- 
sumption of hats by men is half a hat per 
year. What couldn't the tonsil industry be 
if every tonsil that ought to come out was 
taken out? Millions of our homes are not 
wired, Of those that are, only half have 
electric refrigerators. Air-conditioning 
hasn't really started. We still have more 
illiterates than we have college graduates. 
Nothing is finished. We've just begun.” 

And why not? We today need a big 
dose of economic patriotism. We need the 
spirit that can put business, labor, agricul- 
ture and government together. They must 
go up together in these times or they will 
all go down separately into their respective

WOMEN AMONG 
HUNDREDS SHOT 


By RICHARD MOWRER

BUCHAREST, Sept. 23.—Several 
hundred members and alleged 
members of the Iron Guard are 
believed to have been summarily 
executed following the assassina- 
tion of Premier Calinescu. Most 
of the recipients of the Rumanian 
Government's terrible revenge 
were serving sentences in the 
Mercurea, Ciuc and Vaslui con- 
centration camps. 

An undetermined number of the 
most outstanding woman members 
of the outlawed organization, in- 
terned at the Tighina concentra- 
tion camp for women, were shot. 
Iron Guard leaders who happened 
to be in jail at the time of the 
assassination were yanked out and 
shot. The executions are believed 
to have extended yesterday to 
towns and villages in Bukovino 
and Moldavia, where the bodies 
were thrown out in the streets and 
left there—for a while. 

At Ploesti, where the assassins 
came from, two persons were shot 
and their bodies exposed at the 


‘foot of a monument to Premier Jon 


Duca, who was assassinated by the 
Iron Guard in 1933. 

Today the nationwide purge 
seems to have stopped. The corpses 
of the nine men which, throughout 
yesterday had been lying where 
Premier Calinescu was assassin- 
ated, were removed last night. A 
thunderstorm washed the street. 
Before the bodies were taken away 
soldiers marched past.

The seven men who were dis- 
patched at the exact spot where 
they murdered Calinescu were shot 
behind the ears with their own 
revolvers.

Two others died in the 
house where they had barricaded 
themselves and their bodies had 
been dumped in this place. The 
leader, Dumitrescu, was kept 
waiting a half-hotr after the last 
of his companions were shot before 
the executioner pressed his revol- 
ver against his head and fired.

Report Annihilating Enemy 
at Kaoan and Driving

SHANGHAI, Sept. 23 (AP). — 
Chinese officials announced today 
their troops had recaptured Kaoan, 
annihilated a Japanese force that 
occupied the city last Wednesday. 
and had driven back the Japanese 
along the entire Kiangsi Province 
front. 

A Hongkong dispatch quoted 
Chinese officials as saying resist- 
ance had stiffened throughout the 
Central Provinces, and that Japa- 
nese had been halted in Kiangsi 
Province, along the Yangtze Kiver 
Valley in Hupeh Province, and 
north of Changsha in Hunan Prov- 
ince. 

The Chinese told of regular and 
guerrilla warfare penetrating Japa- 
nese defenses around Canton in 
the last week and said 2500 Japa- 
nese were killed. 

Japanese army sources acknowl- 
edged wee: had been raids around 
Canton. hey reported 6000 Chi- 
nese killed and 700 captured in 
the taking of Kaoan. The Japa- 
nese explained their forces, after 
moving into the city, pressed on 
toward towns to the Southwest. 

At Peiping, the United States 
Embassy protested to the Japanese 
against the bombing of the Amer- 
ican Southern Baptist Mission at 
Luichow, Kwangtung Province, 
Sept. 4. The mission was reported 
to have been damaged by bombs 
from low-flying planes, although 
it displayed American flags.

This post was bestowed by Hit- 
ler “in recognition of great serv-

Von Blomberg had married the 
daughter of a carpenter, and Von 
Fritsch, without hesitation, told 
Hitler the union was a social re- 
flection on the Prussian officer 
caste. 

The Fuehrer accepted the resig- 
nations of both, along with those 
of 13 other high officers, and 4as- 
sumed personal command of all 
Germany’s armed forces. Shortly 
thereafter, accusations of an undi- 
vulged nature were filed against 
Von Fritsch. 

Name Cleared at Trial. 

The fiery General demanded % 
military trial to clear his name. The 
charges were not substantiated at 
the trial, and it reputedly fell to 
Field Marshal Hermann Wilhelm 
Goering to inform the Fuehrer that 
Von Fritsch had been unjustly ac- 
cused. ie 

In any event, on April 2, 1938, 
Hitler publicly congratulated Von 
Fritsch on the “restoration of his 
health,” and on Aug. 11 named him 
honorary chief of the Twelfth Ar- 
tillery Regiment—a rare honor ac- 
corded only to men of special dis- 
tinction. 

The 58-year-old former Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the German 
army was generally credited with 
having restored Hitler's German 
Reich to the military prowess it 
held in the days of the Kaiser and 
Ludendorff. 

Just a year ago, following his re- 
instatement, Hitler wrote him to 
give my honest thanks for the 
work you did in connection with 
the reconstruction of our defense 
force.” 

But when the current war broke 
out, it was Von Fritsch’s one-time 
subaltern, Colonel-General Walther 
von Brauchitsch, now Commander- 
in-Chief of the German army, who 
conducted the Fuehrer's “blitz- 
krieg” or “lightning war’ on. Po- 
land, while Von Fritsch command- 
ed a lone regiment and lost his life 
in action.

Conte di Savoia Docks 
With 799 Other Passen- 
gers at New York After 
Uneventful Trip. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 23 (APY. — 
The Italian liner Conti di Savoia ar- 
rived from Europe with 2156 pas- 
sengers today, including 1357 Amer- 
icans, after what Capt. Alberto Ot- 
tino described as an uneventful 
voyage. 

The ship omitted its usual stop 

at Gibraltar, passing there without 
challenge from English warships, 
Capt. Ottino said. 
Many passengers complained that 
rates for the trip from Naples and 
Genoa had been increased 40 per 
cent. The Italian Line said the 
voyage would show a loss due to 
increased insurance rates and be- 
cause the ship would probably re- 
turn to Italy without passengers. 

Among the passengers were Lin- 
coln Ellsworth, polar explorer; 
Prince Francis Joseph of the Haps- 
burg-Bourbon line, a grand-nephew 
of Emperor Franz Josef of Austria 
and a grandson of King Don Car- 
los the Seventh of Spain; Toshio 
Shiratori, retiring Japanese Ambas- 
sador to Italy, and William H. Mil- 
liken, director of the Cleveland 
Museum of Art.

In London, tne United States Em- 
bassy reported half of the 5042 
Americans still in the United King- 
dom were anxious to return to the 
United States immediately. The 
Embassy said approximately 10,000 
Americans had sailed from the 
United Kingdom since Aug. 24. 

8 Ships Sailing for Europe. 

Meanwhile hundreds of British 
and French subjects returned to 
Europe on the Washington, one 
of eight vessels which had been 
locked in the harbor for a week 
by a strike of seamen demanding 
bonunses and other considerations. 

The Washington carried 850 pas- 
sengers, mostly British, Among 
them was the Duke of Sutherland, 
who hoped to rejoin the Bri 
naval service. ; 

Eleven Americans, mostly Gov- 
ernment employes returning to 
foreign posts, were aboard, as was 
Gerald M. Balding, captain of the 
British International Polo Team, 
heading home to join the army, 
probably a calvary unit. 

Gen. George Linden Carpenter, 
new head of the Salvation Army, 
also sailed for England, with his 
daughter, Stella. “Some of our 
people are already in the field in 
France,” he said.

Hollywood Happenings 


By Harold Heffernan 


HOLLYWOOD, Sept. 23. 
XPRESSING his company’s 
views on the European war a% 
it affects the film industry, 

Jack L. Warner, head of the Warn- 
er Brothers Studio, sounded Hol- 
lywood’s first optimistic note when 
he declared movie-going was likely 
to increase in the United States to 
tuch an extent that loss of the rid- 
died foreign market would be prac- 
tically wiped out. 

“For the time being, our gross 
intake will suffer about 25 per cent, 
due mainly to blackout of England 
and France,” said Warner, “but 
by no means will it reach the 40 
to 50 per cent figure we have been 
hearing through wild rumors cir- 
culated in the business. 

“What shouldn’t be overlooked 
is this: Business is rapidly getting 
better up and down the line in this 
Country. There will be more money 
to spend and our people, anxious 
to forget war miseries abroad, will 
be looking to the movies—good 
movies—as never before.” 


Warner cited recent figures 
thowing approximately 70,000,000 
people buying tickets to movie the- 
aer in the United States each 
Week, He indicated this should 
increase by 20 per cent within six 
months. 

In contrast to other major pro- 
ducers who have been presiding 
over closed-door meetings, attempt. 
ing to shave production costs and 
Possibly cut salaries of all workers, 
Werner gaid his company would 


next three 


months. Salaries of actors and 
workers will remain the same, he 
said. 


“This is no time to pull our 
punches,” he continued. “It is 
ridiculous to assume that, because 
a 25 per cent slap has been taken 
at our business by the close-out 
abroad, it can be absorbed by put- 
ting something over on American 
audiences. 

“Picture-goers are far too wise to 
accept any cheapened product. 
How do I know? Because my com- 
pany, along with all others, is 
forced to make a certain number 
of B' pictures each year to fill 
in on double-bill programs. We 
don’t expect anything from them 
and we get nothing. They're mere- 
ly fillers. But, if the entire in- 
dustry should go ‘B,’ it would be 
just too bad!” 


Not only does Warner believe the 
potentially improved domestic mar- 
ket will eventually absorb the 25 
per cent foreign loss, but he thinks 
concentration of all world movie 
production in Hollywood—a natur- 


al consequence of closed studios in pe 


England, France, Germany and 
other countries—would, if the war 
continued, bring producers more 
money than ever before. 

Warner said his studio, a lead- 
er in filming anti-Nazi movies, 
would hereafter remain 100 per 
cent neutral, 

“We are Americans first of all 
and shall abide by the letter and 
law of the President's neutrality 

n,“ he declared. He 
said “Confessions of a Nazi Spy” 
and other films of that nature will 
be withdrawn from circulation and 
those in preparation cancelled,
